What crossing purposes we meet in 
love's vocabulary I What wide dlverg- 
enccs of meaning In the term I What 
differing experls^cee. of life within Ite 
exercisel What warning posts need 
planting all along tboee differing patbe! 

The new-born babe grows early to re¬ 
spond to mother love. Ita little arms 
•tret3b out for mother's strength to lift 
its helpless form, and folded to Its 
mother's breaet, its sobbing heart flnda 
comfort in its earliest griefs. The 
opposite# of helplessness end beipful- 
find tender meeting In their very 
counter-work. The sheltering parents’ 
glow of Joy at comfort given, the eense 
of safety found and sootblog trust in 
breathed, beoause of that protecting 
power, are typical of that form of love 
which seems st first to need no danger 
signals anywhere displayed. 

Yet wreckage etrewe this very road 
unless this excellence of love be watch¬ 
ed and guarded, checked and tethered 
st tbs proper point. Because the 
parents still Insist on undlmlnlebed 
guarding and unrestricted advising of 
their once helpless babe when erstwhile 
It- has grown to more than oblidhood’s 
powers, they either trouble or retard 
the progress of the .iew-born man or 
woman, or they utterly obatruot the 
oew development, and tielr child, when 
It should become an Independent, force¬ 
ful power, etlll stays a clinging, helpless 
babe. Or, tt the touch responsive 
reaches out Its helping band to shield 
misfortune In its misery too lavishly, 
too long or oareleeely, the child grows 
negligent to use its own God-given 
power to overcome adversity, or, on the 
other hand, beoomes Impatient of advice 
and resentful of Interference with Its 
own recognized personal responslbU- 
Itlea. In either case more harm Is done 
than good. Love’s donor and Ita re¬ 
cipient are each one led to Injury. 

Now take that widely differing ex¬ 
perience oalled love, that kiodles as the 
boy and girl begin to border on the 
verge of manhood and womanhood. 
The very presence of the other one 
awakes an heretofore unknown deltgbt. 
The touch of hands sends tingling 
through a frame a something It hae 
never felt before. The touch of obeek 
or Ups sends burning flame Into the 
racing blood and often sets the brain 
acraze. This is the basis of tboee con¬ 
jugal alliances which In legal form 
uoite Us devotees In “ holy bond ” 
before the bridal altar.. So masterful le 
It, so much it puts a glamour over 
every other phase of life, that those 
who oome within lte unchecked power 
lose—for the time—their rational judg¬ 
ment of the balance of things. Even 
the pledge of bridal troth le but a straw; 
parehtsl counsel, as a puff jqf wind; 
the bonds of friendship are but feathers 
In the maddening gale that sweeps Its 
blinded viotim to his fate or hers. 

Like all the appetites end passions 
that Infinity has planted in oar being, 
this wondrous passion has its course 
of life end course of death. When 
crowned by reason and controlled by 
will 4t ills the life, the home, the whole 
community with Joy and strength. 
When given unbridled rein Us mad 
dsiirlum strews Sad wreckage every¬ 
where. 

These first and second forms of love 
have no slightest bond of kinship. 
They are as unlike as are food and fire. 

It is a great misfortune to our dally 
converse that they have the self-same 
name—love. 

A third consideration of tble strangely 
contradictory term oomee startlingly 
into men’s lives In the world-astound- 
log “ Love your enemies.” This sur¬ 
prising word, overturning the “ law ” a» 
taught by prophet and by ^prfest-^* 1 An 
eye for ao eye” and “a tooth for a 
tooth ”—goes deeper down into the 
foundations of righteousness than that 
beautiful emotjoo which hinds mother 
add child. Invalid and noree, or stricken 
one and helpful friend. ; 

It is stronger than that mast erf »1 
passion which binds b"*y and girl, man 
and maid, or mistress and paramour. 

It is neither emotional nor passionate, 
and is better understood when oalled by 
its complete synonlm. Justice. It Is 
the substance of true righteousness, 
and as strongly demands right judg¬ 
ment and right aotlon toward an enemy 
as toward a friend. 

It Is that " perfect lots ” which 
“oastetb oat fear,” both fear of man 
and fear of God, for It recognise* in Its 
image of Jehovah the perfection of Jus¬ 
tices In all His dealings With Hie 
creation, and leads Its possessor to bis 
own Utmost exercise of justice. In his 
judgement of his fellow-men whether 
friend or enemy. 

When once It finds a lodgment In a 
life, and sends Ita root growths deep 
Into that life’s experience, then these 
two other forms of love are held in 
safety hounds. Its feeding comes 
direct from that perfect love of Him 
who formed us, who gave ua oar pas¬ 
sions and oar powers, and bids us come 
and learn the meaning and the just aas 
qt all that He hath given.

Engineer Olmstead ad Boston, the 
commission’s landscape expert, and 
Commissioner Bobert B. Sinclair of 
South Orange were at Glen Bldge 
Tuesday morning, where,-with a com¬ 
mittee representing the Borough Goon- 
oil, they examined the land as to Ita 
adaptability for psrk purposes. 

When asked in what respects the 
situation differs In Gian Bldge from 
that lo other sections of the county 
which have been refused parka by the 
commission on the grounds that the 
16,000,000 appropriated could be expend¬ 
ed only within oertaln limitations, Secre¬ 
tary Alonzo Church said that Gleo 
Bldge has purchased the ground. 
Improved It and now proposes to torn 
It over to the commission for mainte¬ 
nance. The same offer, he aa!d, has been 
made by Montclair. The other munici¬ 
palities that have applied for parks, he 
said, have suggested looatloos that 
would have to be purehaeed and Im¬ 
proved by the commission, and those 
were refused.

State Entomologist 8mltb is of the 
opinion that an appropriation of $350,000 
by the Legislature will provide a fund 
that will enable him to drive moaqul- 
toes out of New Jersey. A bill provid¬ 
ing for such an appropriation will be 
Introduced la the Legislature toon after 
the session opens. Professor Smith 
would use this money, If granted, to 
drain ponds, fill up marshee, aod de¬ 
stroy every known breeding place of 
the mosquito. The amount of money 
desired for hie warfare seems large, 
but a vast amount of good work can be 
done by Its Judloloue use, and If the 
mosquito is not driven from the State, 
the pest will be reduced to a minimum 
and the public health will be greatly 
Improved. A great deal of work, such 
as Prof. Smith Intends to perform If the 
appropriation le granted, has been done 
by various municipalities.
